NOT STRICTLY OBEYED 


BY ALL PHYSICIANS 


Complaint Iteccived By Courier-Refers 


to Sume rnicUfioncrs In . 


CouitellsvUle. 


The Courier has been asked to print 


thet appended regulations governing 
the execution and fll.'ing- or prescrip- 
tions lor narcotic preparations. It is 
said Connollsviile physicains pay no 
attention to the regulations. No names 
are given in the complaint. The re- 
gulations follow: 


Ait 118. 
Responsibility.—The duty 


ot proper!}- preparing prescription's.^ 
upon'the practitioner, and he is'liable 
to the penalties provided1 by the act In 
case of (allure to insert the informa- 
tion required by the law. A prescrip- 
tion may be prepared by a secretary 
or agent for the signature of a prac- 
titioner, but the practitioner will be 
held responsible in case the prescrip- 
tion does not conform ia ail essential 
respects to the law and regulations. 
A corresponding liability rests upon 
the druggist who fills a prescription 
not prepared in th& form prescribed 
by lavf/ 


Art. '119. Manner of execution— 


Practitioners.—All prescriptions for 
drugs and preparations not specifical- 
ly exempt under section B ot the act 
must be dated as of and signed on the 
day --when issued and must bear the 
full name and address of the patient 
and the name, address, and -registry 
number of the practitioner. A physi- 
cian may sign prescriptions In the I 
same manner as he Trould sign a 
check or legal ^document, as, for In- 
stance: J. H. Bmith, John H. Smith, 
or John Hsnrf Smith. Prescriptions 
must be written with ink or indelible 
pencil or typewritten; if typewritten, 
they must foe signed by the practitiou- 
or~with ink or indelible pencil.
